The manner 
of 
escape 
and method 
of 
breaking 
jail 
showed that tho 
cscapo

liberately planned and at the timo 
decided upon was done ho quickly 
and quietly 
ono is amased at 'ho 
ingenuity displayed by the escapes. 
Notwithstanding 
tho fact that tho 
big heavy 
doors with 
bolts and 
locks wore designed to koep 
pris- 
oners within the confines 
of tho 
jail, the manner of escape 
of the 
nvo prisoners last night shows that 
even these doors cannot withstand 
the determined efforts of five

to bar their escape.

Love was 
in the toils 
on 
some 
sewing ma- 
chine dispute, 
while 
Wane 
and 
Hester 
were recently

from Douglas pending 
investiga- 
tion on a chargo of horse stealing. 
The prisoners who escaped were 
confined 
in the cells 
usually 
used 
for tho Jorm men and all wero lock 
cd up as usual every night. A lever 
en the out side of the 
cells 
closes 
the doors automatically 
and 
from 
the plan, 
well 
laid, it 
devolved 
upon 
Love, 
who 
hud 
acted 
as 
trust, 
to release 
the lever, tho 
prisoners 
abiding their time until 
4 o'clock a. in. when they emerged 
and quietly 
went 
to work. 
The 
fivo men pulled steadily at tho bot- 
tom of the big iron door, 
grad- 
ually springing 
same, 
the 
mean 
while wedging the space with the 
blankets of the prisoner's bedding. 
The blankets 
were 
tightly rolled 
and forced into the space as fast as 
tho door was being sprung 
until 
room 
enough 
was 
had to admit 
of the passage of a prisoner 
under- 
neath. 
Having 
crawled out from 
under tho iron 
bars of oue 
door 
the same process had to be repeat 
ed on tho similar iron door leading 
into the corridor. 
Tho work

each required but 10 or 15 minutes, 
the outer iron door Yielding

tho other prisoners state, and the 
workers pushed on to the jail yard 
where they 
scaled the

The Territorial Board of Equali- 
sation 
did 
not 
quite 
finish 
its 
work yesterday, though it got 
so 
fur along that the general 
result 
may be outlined 
There 
will 
be 
some satisfaction in knowing that 
tho 
Territorial 
rate 
of 
taxation 
will not be so high as it was 
last 
year. It will he 1.18 and a fraction, 
instead 
of 1 17. 
The total 
valu- 
ation of the Tcaritory 
will be 
which is an increase of 
229,:I4G over the valuation of last 
year. 
The increase is really 
con- 
siderably 
moro than is shown by 
tho figures for the returns 
of last 
year from Cochise county amount- 
ed to lnorc than 
8700,000. 
Tho 
attempt to collect taxes 
on that 
valuation involved the county 
in 
a great deal o'f litigation 
with 
tho 
mining companies, and in the. end 
was unsuccessful. 
This year tho 
connty 
accordingly 
fell 
bjck 
to 
something near its former 
figures, 
3,000,000 less than the leturns of 
a year ago. 
Tbo loss 
of the showing 'made 
by Cochise county, as well 
as tho 
apparent gain for the whole 
Ter- 
ritory, was made up mostly by the 
counties of Yavapai and 
Cochise, 
tho former by a higher assessment 
on tho mines and tho latter
